For several y ears a movement has been 
progressing in Germany to solve logically 
the problem of dealing with the unem­ 
ploy ed, in lependently of alms giving and 
charities. 
I bough little lias been re- 
j» orted of the societies having the work 
in charge, there have been very satisfac­ 
tory results attained in the past three 
y ears, an 1 the success of the A Heitor 
kolonie, of Berlin, the most imjMU'tant 
colony , has been of a character to recom­ 
mend the plan toall large cities of Europe 
and of the Fnited Stated a s well. 
How* 
to deal with men out of work without 
making them a charge upon the county 
is a question for most serious eonsidera 
tiou; y et it has never lieen sqiiarely me 
nor studiously investigated. 
Any one 
who will take the trouble and look into 
the lain» !* and aid statistics of a large city 
even in bounteous America, w ill henston 
islied at the large jiercentage of persons 
capable of doing work who ate, never­ 
theless. objects of common charity , or 
ire on the dependent rollsof the country 
The condition is proportionately worse 
In many European countries, but Get 
many is the only country in w hich has 
ecu undertaken a practical plan of deal­ 
ing with the idle classes that are willing 
to work but are unable to find employ ­ 
ment. 
The colonb's referred to, of which tha t 
of Berlin is the fittest exa m pi*», were or­ 
ga nized “ to employ industrious a nd un 
employed men of a ll professions a nd 
cla sses, so fa r a s they a re rea lly ca pa ble 
of work, in a gra ria n a nd other la bor 
until it is jK» ssiblc to procure them re­ 
munera tive work elsewhere a nd to help 
them to quit the life of itinera nts, a nd 
a lso to remove the excuse of la zy va ga ­ 
bonds tha t they ha ve no work.”

Berlin colony wa s founded iu 1883,

ha s a plot of la nd re vend a cres in ex­ 
tent, on which fruits, flowers a nd vege­ 
ta bles a re cultiva ted, a nd severa l shops, 
besides lodging a nd ea ting a pa rtments, 
where va rious tra des a nd genera l work 
ma y be enga ged in.
